Yellow fever on the American schooner Talofa. 

Tortugas, Key "West, Fla., July 7, 1897. 
Sir : I have the honor to confirm my telegram of this date reporting 
a case of yellow fever on the American schooner Talofa. This vessel 
arrived June 25, and had left Colon eight days previously, bound for 
Port Tampa. A colored seaman, John Sturgis, was taken ill with fever 
the day after leaving Colon. Three days later another case of fever 
occurred, and 2 more cases developed at quarantine. All these cases 
were at once isolated and the vessel carefully disinfected. Three of the 
cases were clearly malarial fever and have since recovered. The case 
of Sturgis, whose fever had subsided at the time of his transfer to 
hospital, was looked upon with suspicion. The presence of slight 
jaundice and albuminuria, the occurrence of hemorrhages the day before 
his death on the 3d instant, and the finding of typical lesions at the 
necropsy leave no doubt that the disease was yellow fever. No other 
cases have occurred, and the Talofa having been duly disinfected and 
detained, will be discharged to-day.
